For two seasons past this writer hag watched the valiant 
but .fruitless efforts of several local baseball enthusiasts who 
knocked themselves out trying to build fan interest In a local 
club. Manager Swayne Johnson sliced large hunks from his. 
policeman's pay check to keep the Police nine 
on its foot. Finhancial suport from the fans 
was trivial. This Is not the fans' fault. Nor Is 
it Johnson's.   " 

It is the opinion of this writer that mis­ 
management and devotion to selfish interests 
on the part of the aforementioned S.C.B.MiA. 
has choked off fan interest in baseball in Tor­ 
ranee, Redondo Beach, San Pcdro, Wilmlng- 
ton, and elsewhere In the Harbor and South 
Bay areas. _. _ _ __ 

Here's how local fans, and ball players Jack Baldwin 
too, have been handed the stinky end of the stick!"

A gooa many clubs belong to the S.Q.B.M.A. But of these 
clubs there.are many (unlike Torranee, Redondo, San Pedro 
and others who have a "home field") who "have ho place to 
play. These clubs have paid their initiation fees and current 
dues. This makes them members in good standing and en- , 
titled to a vote  .and a place to play. Their dues gdts {hem 
the vote and the vote gets them a diamond somebody else's. 
Such as Torrancc's for instance. f

So some second-rate club composed of a bunch of "slug­ 
gers" who couldn't bat their way out of a wet paper sack, 
are sent to Torranee. For this' exhibition local fans are expect­ 
ed to dole out hard-to-come-by, cash. Nuts!

It is. true that many of the homeless waifs from" Los An- 
goles can boast some fair "names." A few fans mightTurn 
out to -see a former big league great perform at the local 
park IF they knew he was going to play. News releases, bat­ 
ting averages, pitching records, and similar tidbits which 
would whet the fans appetite have been rftirde'r to get from the 
S.C.B.M.A. than a ticket to the World Series. .

Here's how the big leagues put their big mitt into the 
little pockets of the .local fans; Nearly all of the big league 
scouts belong to the S.C.B.M.A. They spot an up-and-coming 
young ball player. They want to see what he can do against 
some pretty fair pitching. So a game is scheduled. A good 
pitcher is rung in. And ,thc big league prospect is put 

Into the visiting team's lineup. 
Allthis on Torrance's dia­ 

mond.
You fans are then txpect- 

ed to fork-up bread, and but­ 
ter money to watch this or­ 
ganized batting practice.

Who cares which team 
wins?.-What difference docs it 
make if Torranee ' wins or 
loses?

Two weeks ago it appeared hopeful that local baseball 
interest .decidedly ailing, was about to receive a much need­ 
ed shot in the arm.

Six teams, Huntington Park, Gardena, Hawthorne, Lynwood, 
South Gate, and Torranee, apparently fed .up with the kind 
of treatment they were receiving from the S.C.B.M.A. broko 
away from the association-and formed their own league.

This was a blow to the association. They saw six ball 
parks suddenly snatched from their grasp. If these six clubs 
started playing on each other's diamonds what would happen 
to the six traveling clubs who would normally play on these 
diamonds.

Swayne Johnson was told that if he joined this new 
Rio Hondo league, as It is called, he would be "black balled." 
The association later retracted this, saying that it "slipped 
out," "somebody ta\ked out of turn." Apparently they tried to 
catch a fly with vinegar and catching none, they then tried 
honey.' . '

. The new league, this writer feels, though pretty scattered, 
'would' stimulate local baseball Interest. A winner could be 
named, playoffs staged, batting averages compiled and stud­ 
ied, a whol» raft of advantages would appear to result from 
the formation of a regular league following a regular schedule. 

But Johnson had to abandon the idea because of the cost. 
Two-teams wpuld have to be fielded each Sunday. A sort of 
minor and major league arrangement. This meant another set 
of unifornls. There just wasn't the cash ..available. So Johnson 
had to drop from the league just before he was scheduled to 
play his first game.

The S.C.B.M.A; seeing the strength behind such a move, 
made a counter proposal. If Johnson would hold off a little 

  while the association would form a league. This sounds like 
it could mean good news for local fans. COULP mean good 
news, not necessarily does It mean that it IS good news.

If the uptown boys come out with some kind of a league 
that pits Pasadena, Arcadia, op some L. A. gang of ball play­ 
ers all of whom happefi to live in the same apartment house, 
or some tither nondescript team, the whole thing will be an­ 
other fiasco.  

It may follow that other teams such as Wilmlngton, San 
Pedro, Long Beach, Redondo and othtr LOCAL teams may 

not favor" (lie idea of a Harbor-South Bay league b_ut this 
writer can .sec a revitalized fan Interest In the formation of a 
league comprised of such teams.

Many reasons have been given for the lack of interest in 
local hiiKeliall. Among them is "lack of publicity." Headlines, 
size and number, are governed by the Interest of baseball 
minded readers. Stories generated by games at the city p&rk' 
at times have warranted headlines no larger than typewriter 
print. Fobbles, and curve balls pitched to local fans by the 
S.C.B.M.A. have been largely responsible for this cold shoulder 
from Tonance ball fans.

While newspapers throughout the nation this week are 
bannering,on page one the story «f the World Series, iacal 
baseliall Interest is al ilh lowest i-bb in Torrance's long base- 
hall history.
